Passed in the Senate— Secre- 


tary Morton Criticised. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.— The elec- 


toral votes of the forty-five states of the 
union were formally counted at the joint 
session of the houBO and senate held to- 
'day for that purpose, and Vice-President 
Stevenson proclaimed the election of 
MeKinley and Hobart as President and 
Vice- President respectively. Although 
the sky waa overcast, the weather was 
auspicious and the teller ion of tne hall 
of representatives were thronged. The 
general public besieged the doors in 
vain, aa bat small space was reserved 
for them. Ladies were arrayed in gay 
tiolettea and gave touches of color to the 
brilliant setting of the scene. Many 
distinguished pereonajjes witnessed the 
count, among them Ambassador Pateno- 
tre and Chancellor Bonve of the French 
embassy, Mr. Chat Chung of the Chi- 
nese legation, Baron Yon Thielman, 
Hecretary Matsu of the Japanese lega- 
tion, Viscount Ihyrso of the Portuguese 
location, and Sir Richard Oartwright of 
the Canadian government. No member 
of President Cleveland's family was 
present. 


A cordon of blue-coated, brasa-but- 


toned police hedged about the aenatora 
AS they marched majestically over to the 
houae, preceded by Vice-Preeident Stev- 
enson and Mr. Cox, secretary of the 
senate, with the returns locked in a 
cherry colored bos. This guarding of 
the returns waa a precaution first taken 
bv acting Vice-Preaident Ferry of Michi- 
gan, twenty yeafs ago, during the wild 
excitement attending the Tilden-Hayes 
contest, in anticipation of s possible 
raid. 


AB tbe house and senate sat in joint 


session today and listened quietly to the 
count those stirring days were recalled. 
Of the fifteen meu whoeaton the famous 
electoral commission which decided that 
contest by peacotul means, Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts was the 'only one pres- 
ent today. The others, excepting Justice 
Field, have all retired from public life, 
nr have passed away. The vicissitudes 
of political fortune in two abort ' decades 
have removed all but seventeen of those 
wbo then sat in either end oi tbe capi-" 
tal. Most of 'the seventeen survivors 
were conspicuous today in the joint as- 
smnblv. Two of them, Senator Sher- 
man, wbo is soon to be called to tbe first 
place in the McKinley cabinet, and Sen- 
ator Morrill of Vermont, author of the 
war tariff, entered public life together, 
forty years ago. Tbe othera were Sena- 
tors Teller 
oE -Colorado, Gordon of 


•Georgia, Allison of Iowat. Cocktpll.of, 
Miaaouri, Mitchell of Oregon, Senators 
Hale and Frye of Maine, Burrows of 
Michigan, Mills of Texas, Blackburn of 
Kentucky and Elkins of West Virginia, 
wbo were then in Jhe hpneo, Vice 
President Stevenson was also a member 
of the bouse at that time. 


Mr. Cannon of Illinois, who lost one 


term, and Mr. Cnlbertson of Texas, 
alone survived in tbe house tbe mnta- 
tions of twenty yeara ago, although Mr, 
Danford of Obio, wbo was a member of 
that congress, is alao a member of the 


Senator Jones of Arkansas and Sena- 


tor Bntler of North Carolina, who man- 
aged the Democratic and Populist cam- 
paigns, were present, but did not ap- 
pear to take a deep interest in tbe 
count. 
Prominent also in tbe sea of faces was 


white-haired Senator Palmer of Illi- 
nois, who headed tbe gold Democratic 
ticket last fall. Tbe ceremony itself was1 
of verv formal character. 


Vice" President Stevenson Bat at the 


aide of Speaker Reed and presided over 
the joint session. Senators Lodge and 
Blackburn, -'ou the part of the senate, 
' and Messrs. Groavenor and Riehardaon, 
on behalf of the house, acted as tellers. 
The returns were opened by the Vice 
President and announced by tbe tellers. 
The reading of tbe certificates, long in 
verbiage, wag omitted, after that of Ala- 
bama bad been read." 


No demonstration occnrred at any 


point during the count, but when tbe 
•vice president, at its conclusion, an- 
nounced the result, there was a round of 
applause both 'on the floor and in the 
galleries. The totals were as follows:

The only incident of the proceedings 


occurred when Senator Lodge raiaed a 
laugh by announcing- the vote of Mis- 
souri. Ho gavo it by mistake to McKin- 
ley. 
The announcement of the state 


vote today is tbe only notification 
tho President-elect and Vica President- 
elect will receive. No official communi- 
cation is sent to them. 


Mr. Stevenson then dismissed the* 


joint session. 


A hearty round of applause, in which 


the galleriea joined, 
fallowed, 
after 


which the senators filed out into the 
hall, as they had come, while the mem- 
bers of the houae stood up and tbe cere- 
mony waa over. At 1.50 tlie house ad- 
journed. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.— Senator 


Morgan, tbe champion of tbe Nicaragua 
•canal bill, announced in tbe senate to- 
day his abandonment of that measure 
for the present session of congress, ant 
thereupon it was displaced by the bank- 
ruptcy bill. 
Tbe senator made this 


move aftar a protracted contest cover- 
ing several weeks, which bad discluaec 
the fact that 
obstructive opposition 


could not be overcome. He gave notice 
that be would renew hie advocacy of tha 
bill at an early day of the coming extra 
eeasion. Mr. Morgan bitterly critlcisec 
the British opposition to tbe canal, and 
addreeeinn himself directly to Mr.Sher. 
man, declared that if the next secretary 
of etate permitted himself to be fed on 
the anodinea of flattery of Great Brit 
Ain the people would not support him 
Mr. Morgan asserted aleo that Mr.Sher- 
man would not succeed in negotiating a 
treaty relating to the canal, as tho gen 
ina of Talleyrand or Matternicb conlr 
not atand against tho -'thimble rigging 
of those republics 
The bankruptcy 


bill succeeded to the alvantageous vosi 
tion of "unfinished business," but tlie 
debate went over until tomorrow. 


The agricultural appropriation bil 


was then taken up. It soon brougb 
ont a aevere arraignment of Secretar 
Morton by Mr. Vest of Missouri. H 
spoke acainat the item of $65.000 fo 
publication of certain binds of allegec 
Agricultural literature. In on« of thefi 
agricultural bulletins, Mr. Vest Baid 


;he secretary of agriculture had 
ar- 


raigned the people of states wbicn had 
voted for Bryan as ignorant and illiter- 
ate, while the people of McKinley states 
were held up aa paragons of intelligence 
and refinement. And thia publication, 
le added, waa made in order that tbe 
armeri might know that the vote of 
3ryan waa representative of the ignor- 
ance of the country. Would anyaenator 
approve such publications? 


Mr. Gallinger remarked that such 


publications were a clear perversion of 
he funds intended for IJeitiinate agri- 
cultural literature and it was a perver- 
ion which should be rebuked. 
Mr. Veat called up another bulletin of 
he agriculture department and in tones 
of intense sarcasm pointed out a picture 
of Secretary Morton's country residence 
a Nebraska aa an embellishment of a 
publication on arbor tiay. The publica- 
ion contained a college address of tbe 
ecretary delivered before ho entered 
bo public service. 
Mr. Chandler spoke of another bul- 


etin from the same department in 
which the financial question waa dis- 
uased and the secretary had attempted 
o show tbe law would make up the dif- 
eronce between gold and silver aiid tbat 
be subordinate in the department' who 
prepared the report had failed to carry 
ut tbe secretary's ideas. Mr. Chandler 
aid such publications should not ema- 
ate from the agricultural department. 
Mr. Cullom in charge of the bill, 
rgad tbat the peculiarities of the prea- 
nt secretary of agriculture would not 
e visited on the next secretary. If the 
ext secretary pursued thfl policy of Lhe

Mr. Stewart, Populiafc of Nevada, ae- 
erted th'e secretary of agriculture waa 
ie "most picturesque specimen" he 
lad ever known, and tbe senator urged 
lat this report should be taken aeri- 
u&ly, 
Mr. Tillman apoke for tbe retention of 


;he item, saying the farmers should not 
>e prejudiced because tbe department 
iad a secretary who-proatituted his poai- 
on and aired bia peculiar, noiiona at 
ie expense of the farmers, 
Mr. Allison, Republican of Iowa, in 
rging tbe need of these agricultural 
mblicatlone in legitimate lines, paid a 
ligh tribute to his former associate in 
oogresB, Mr. Wilaon of Iowa, who is 
nderstood to be the nest secretary of 
griculture, 
Mr. Vest withdrew hia apposition, on 
be understanding there would be no 
.irtber "financial and pictorial bulle- 
ms," and the item waa agreed to with 
n amendment making It $70,000. 
Mr. Lodge opposed the increase of 
30,000 for tbe purpose of distribution 
tl seeds recommended by the commit- 
,ee, saying this plan bad degenerated 
nto a mere wholesale distribution of 
ie commonest kind of garden and 
ower seeds. It was a waate of public 
money. 


Mr. Call, Democrat of Florida, said 


he seed distribution should be in- 
reaaed two-fold instead of beiug re- 
uced. 
An amsndmant by Mr. Thurston, 


Republican of Nebraska, was agreed to, 
ppropriatiog $5000 for continuing ex- 
erimenta as to beet sugar production. 
:he bill was theri passed. It carries 
pproximately $3,250,000. 
At 5.25 p.m. tbe senate adjourned. 


CtfBlN BONDS SOLD. 


ECSETLY ISSUED IN THE UNITED 


STATES. 


ecupitics to Be Openly Placed on 


Sale in All Principal 


Cities. 


CHICAGO, February 10.— The Journal 
tates that Cuban bonds to the extent 
f over $15,000,000 have been secretly ia- 
ned and disposed of in the United 
States and elsewhere during the past 
iwelve months. 


The greatest precaution has been ex- 


ercised by tbe junta in the handling of 
be securitied for tbe reason that' until 
very recently it has been a question 
whether tho issuing of bonds of the re- 
mblic of Cuba wna a violation of inter- 
latbnal law. The conclusion having, 
however, been arrived at tbat the course 
wbich has been pursued is lawful and 
cannot be interfered with, the fact of 
he bond issue is now made public and 
tho securities wilt be .placed on open 
sale in all the principal cities of the 
Jutted States. These bonds are payable 
n gold ten years after tbe evacuation of 
the island by the Spanish forces. Tbe 
irice has been mostly a sentimental one. 
Some of the bonds- have sold as high aa 
51. Tho asking price is 50. Besides the 
bonds & large, number of concessions 
have been sold. / These concessions con- 
sist of exclusive privileges for import* 
ing certain linea of merchandise, de- 
ductions in duties, land grants and 
other privileges of various fcinda. All 
these concessions, as well as the bonds, 
depend for their value solely upon the 
ndependence of Cuba. The sale of 
wnds, it ia claimed, bears out the 
nnta's constant assertion that no over- 
ture lookiner toward peace, except ou a 
sssis of absolute independence of the 
island, will be entertained.

THE PAYBOLL SCANDAL SETTLED 


Resolution Adopted to Compel Tem- 


porary Attaches to Beturn 


Mileage Paid Them. 


BACRAMESTO, February 10.— The as- 


sembly thia afternoon settled the tem- 
porary organization, scandal by vindicat- 
ing Chief Olerk Duckworth and censur- 
ing the members wbo bad recommended 
persona for places on tbe roll. Such 
scenes have never been witnessed in the 
assembly and probably will never be re- 
pented. Membera arose to questions of 
privileges and indulged in strong per- 
sonalities pending the consideration of 
the committee's report, 'although debate 
had been shut off by the previous ques- 
tion being called for. 


An amendment was proposed striking 


ont the paragraph censuring the mileage 
committee, but the amendment was 
lost. Betltnan made an impnasioned 
speech in wbich he declared that tbat 
part of the report wbich threw more 
blame on the older members than the 
uew comers should be stricken out. An-' 
other amendment was proposed striking 
out that part of the report including tbe 
names of the members who suggested 
attaches, but this was voted down and 
the report was adopted as it came from 
tbe committee. 


Then came tbe resolutions of Mr. 


Waymire, the first of which was to the 
effect that all tbe attaches to whom 
mileage bad been paid, except tbe chief 
clerk, sergeant-at-arms and 
minute 


clerk, who are still on tbe pay roll, he 
compelled to return tbe money received 
by them. The resolution was adopted. 


The next resolution favored the dis- 


missal of- Chief Olerk Duckworth. 'By 
unanimous consent Duckworth was al- 
lowed to take the floor and answer the 
charges against him. 
The assembly 


chamber was crowded, many of the fair 
sex being in evidence. 


Caminetti aaid that he had twice re- 


fused to recommend a person, but bad 
yielded to the third request, and hd de- 
manded to know why he should be 
branded aa a criminal without a hear- 
ing. Judge Waymire denied that Cami- 
netti did' not have a hearing. He 
said that the member had been aub- 
penaed and answared that he had made 
the request. 


Gammetti in loud tones cried that he 


had been subpenaed as a witness to tbo 
trial of Duckworth. To this Judge Way- 
mire responded 
that Caminetti had 


heard the resolution under which the 
committee waa appointed wbich said 
that the temporary roll should be in- 
vestigated and cot Duckworth. Cami- 
netti demanded to know why Parker- 
eon, the former serjeant-at-arms, who 
was responsible for eighteen names' oa 
tbe roll, had not been subpenaed. Way- 
mire said that Parkeraon had been" sent 
far, but failed to come. 


Duckworth said that Farkeraou had 


told hia brother (Duckworth's) where he 
could be found and was always ready to 
attend. The clerk went down to Chyno- 
weth'adeak and said in ringing tonea 
that the newspapers had reported ttiat it 
had been said tbat 11. Friedman was a 
partner of Robert Duckworth. The 
name and addross of Friedman were fur- 
nished to Ohynoweth, but the prosecut- 
ing attorney had failed to send for him. 
In conclusion the clerk said tbat be had 
to yield to tho request— tho demand of 
tbe majority for patronage. An out- 
burst of applause followed the speech 
and the vote was called ou Waymire's 
resolution. The latter was defeated by 
a .vote of 4-t to 33.

READY FOR THE PRESIDENT 


Bill Relating to Carrying Obscene 


Matter by Express Companies. 


hia passed the senate bill relating to the 
carrying of obscene matter by express 
companies, and it has gone to the Presi- 
dent for signature. It is entitled :-"An 
act to prevent the carrying of obscene 
literature and articles designed for inde- 
cent and immoral uee from one atate or 
territory into another state or terri- 
tory," and ia as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., that it phall be un- 


lawful for any person to deposit with 
any es press company or other common 
carrier, 
for

or

to

tho United States or tbe District of 
Columbia, any obscene, lewd or laectv- 
ioua book, pamphlet, paper, writing, 
print, picture orother matter of indecent 
character or any article or thing de- 
signed or intended for the prevention, of 
conception, 
of 
procuring 
of abor- 


tion or anv wrilen or printed card, 
letter, 
circular, 
book, 
pamphlet, 


advertisement or notice of any kind 
Riving information directly or indi- 
rectly, where, how, of whom or by what 
means any of the hereinbefore men- 
noned articles, matters or things may 
be obtained or made; and any person 
who ehall knowingly deposit or cause to 
ie deposited with any express company 
or other common carrier for carriage 
:rom one state or territory of the United 
States or the District of Columbia, or 
who shall take from such express com- 
pany or any other common carrier, with 
ntent to sell, distribute or circulate any 
natter or thing hereinbefore forbidden 
rom carriage, shall far each offense, on 
conviction thereof, be fined not more 
than $nOGU or imprisoned for not more 
.ban five years, or both, at the discre- 
tion of tbe court.

NAILS AND CUTLERY. 


No Definite Rates Fixed by Tariff 


Qlakers. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.— The Re- 


publican tariff makers spent another 
day considering the schedule of manu- 
factures of iron and steel, Nails acd 
cutlery were thediviaionsof the schedule 
which engaged their attention, but no 
definite rates upon these articles were 
axed. The committee decided tenta- 
tively to put the rate on nails at about 
one-fourth of the McKinley ratea aud to 
make it specific. Even tho Wilson rates 
on nails are, in the minds of the com- 
mittee, prauticallv prohibitive, and a 
majority of tbe Republicans expressed 
tbe opinion that nails cau be made so 
cheaply in the eastern states tbat no 
duty ia necessary. Tbe Pacific Coast, 
Jwwever, on account of foreign competi- 
tion seemed to need protection, and the 
duty agreed upon will he for the benefit 
of the coast. 


No definite action on cutlery waa dis- 


cussed, but it was decided to make a 
rectification of the division of the schod- 
ale, and fix specific ratea-which wilf be 
materially higher than the present ad- 
valorem duties on cutlery. 


PRINCE GEORGE 
OF GREECE 


Starts for Crete With the Torpedof 


Flotilla. 


ATAENS, February 10.— The torpedo 


flotilla, accompanied bv Prince George 
of Greece, haa started for Crate. Great 
enthusiasm ia being manifested on the 
part of the peoplq. 


Prince George admitted that his ord- 


era were to prevent by every moans pos- 
aible-the lauding of any Turkish troopa 
on tbe island of Crete. Prince George 
had a.very affectinc interview with his 
family before leaving for Canea. The 
Queen spent a considerable portion of 
the day in distributing- relief to the 
Crete refusees- 


Jnat previous to his departure Prince 


George visited the King for the purpose 
of receiving tbe royal commands. He 
then proceeded to th'e department of 
marine and foreign affairs. An immense 
crowd repeatedly cheered tbe incident, 
the news of tbe departure of tbe Prince 
with the torpedo flotilla soreading like 
wild fire throughout the city and creat- 
ing a profound impression.

The 
three suspects are all named Phillipa. 
Two of the boys, are charged with the 
murder of their father; the third, who 
ia no relation' to the other two prison- 
ers, is accuspd of killing William Brady 
to cover au embezzlement of £10.

troduced a bill to move the state capita

file a legal and binding agreement on 
Lhe part ef tbe city to furnish the state 
tbe necessary site for the capital ami 
public buildings.

Natives Believe it is Their Only 


Salvation From the 


Japanese. 
* 


SAN FRANCISCO, February 11. — >Lorin 


A. Thurston, ex> Hawaiian miciater to 
be United States, arrived from tbe 
alanda today. Thureton, as president 
uf the annotation club of Honolulu, ex- 
pects to accomplish considerable mis- 
sionary work in aid of Eba annexation 
movement before hia return home. His 
mission ia not an official one, he says, 
and he has not been sect here either by 
the government ox by the snneration 
cluh. He aaya, however, that if the OD- 
portunity presents itself he proposes to 
txert hia best efforts to aid the annexa- 
tion movement. He eays: 


"The all absorbing theme of diecua- 


nioii iu the inlands just now ia acnera- 
ion. 
As the day for the inauguration 


ol McKinley approaches, interest in the 
annexation question IB becoming intensi- 
iud and widespread. 


"Tbo annexation club has been re- 


organized and now has a membership of 
6000. Of this number a third or a fourth 
are natives. Tbe natives are joining the. 
movement with tbe idea tbat tliu an- 
nexation of tbe island e to tbe United 
States is their only salvation from the 
Japanese, who are elbowing them in va- 
rious fields of labor. 
"The census of the islands has just 


been completed. The census shows a 
population of 31,000 uatives, ff.OOO half 
castea and mixed races, 24,000 Japanese, 
21,000 Chinese and 25,000 whites, in- 
cluding Americana and Europeans. The 
official returns have occasioned aome 
surprise. 
It was generally presumed 


that tbe Japanese population was greatly 
in excess of the figures given."

provision iu a bill providing for funding 
;he debts of tbe territories. Tho bili 
aroused the opposition of Mr. McMUlm 
Decause il provides for gold bonds aud 
tbe payment of interest in gold or its 
equivalent, 


Mr. KQOI, Republican of Maesacbu- 


lette, aaid tbe stipulation regarding cold 
bonds applied only to Arizona, which 
had outstanding gold bonds to he re- 
funded. 


Mr. PayiiB, Republican oi New York, 


Baid be saw no reason why tbe other 
territories should he permitted to iaaue 
gold bauds. This bill bore tbii relation 
to the question uf whether we should 
put gold in the bonds of tbe United 
Ktatea. He bad voted to put gold in 
the bonds when tho nrlministration put 
thu country in a posmkm wbare not to 
do BO would oust tha country $12,000,- 
000. Oougreaa refuged and now the tax- 
payers would htwe to pay those ?12,- 
000,000.

An untrammeled press is no leas 
important to the puolic today than it 
alwaya has been.

In one corner of Westlake 
iark wae a plat of ground apon which 
vegetation bad failed to grow on ac- 
count of its aridity and tbe alkali in the 
•oil. The superintendent procured a 
ew Australian salt plants and Bet them 
out last June in this ground. They 
isve not had the slightest attention or 
water, but now cover the whole surface 
of the ground with a nutritions green 
itock food, resembling alfalfa. 
The 


plant grows as a runner along tbe 
ground, and one plant will cover 500 
square feet in a year. It dries, losing 
tbree-fonrthB of .its weight. All kinds 
of stock eat it, and it is 
claimed 


thnt twenty tone of green food per 
acre can be obtained on an aver- 
age crop from alkali landa. It ia sell* 
feeding, grows eight to ten inches hiph, 
and can be repeatedly c-.it without in- 
Jury. It appears todobeeton alkali eoile, 
and in a few seasons completely de- 
stroys the alkali in the eoil, leaving ifc 
fit for other crops. The plant can be 
eradicated by plowing under. If the 
fltlt bueh is equal to the cUmie made for 
it, the unirrigated and alkali districts 
alon« tho west side of this valley can be 
made to produce enough live stock to 
Dupply the waota of the entire popula- 
tion of tbe coast.

Company arro?a the San Joaquin at a 
point about three miles abote Millertnn, 
where Fine Gold creek empties into the 
river, etood the test of the recent Eever.3 
Btoriu even better that had been ex- 
pected. The company has been rather 
unfortunate since it began the construc- 
tion of the dam three years ago, several 
washouts havinR been caused by the 
floods. But it is now assured that the 
dam will stand, the recent storm having 
been RB severe aa any tbat ever occur in 
the mountains. 


The present clam IB constructed of 


large boulders, which were moved into 
place by the nsa of giant powder. 
Their stability was severely tested by 
having a torrent of watsr sixteen feet 
deep go over tbe dam, but the structure 
waa not weakened in the leaat. 


Karl W. Brown, the eecretaryof the 


company, waa seen by a K^VUULICAN 
porter yesterday, and he was in h 
spirits over the confirmation of the 
news tbat tbe daui had EO effectively 
withstood the storm. The company has 
about $15,OC3 invested in the structure, 
and it would have been a serious matter 
had the dam been washed away. 


"The company now haa a dam which 


will stay," said Mr. Brown, "and when 
the BuiniueropenB wa shall tr^in min- 
ing in the dry river bed just below the 
dam. The channel whiclj wo have dug 
around the dam will convey the ordinary 
flow of the river. We feel much en- 
couraged over the successful test of our 
dam, aa we had been having some bad 
luck."

WATER RATES 
REDUCED. 


Riverside County Supervisors Fix 


the Charges. 


RIVERSIDE, February 5.—An import- 


ant move to the land ownora of th'e Mor- 
eno and Alesaandro irrigation districts 
was made today by the board of super- 
visors. After listening to evidence for 
two daya upon a petition of the land 
owners in those districts for a reduction 
of water ratea, the board fixed the 
figure at 16 centa an inch instead of 25 
cent's, which haa bc3n charged by the 
receiver of the Bear Valley Company 
for two aeasona past. Since the receiver 
fired ihe rate at 35 centa the reault has 
been that nearly a thousand acrea of 
trees and vines were abandoned by the 
owners, as the water rate waa prohibi- 
tory. A 10-cent rate will give new hope 
to the land and orchard owners in the 
districts, and tbe results will ba largely 
beneficial to the county. It is tslieved 
the Bear Valley Company will carry the 
matter into thj courts, but residents of 
tbe district do not anticipate any modi- 
fication of the new rate.

S1000 damages. Complainant set forth 
that Kyle's remark waa alanderoua be- 
cause it imputed an entire absence of 
Qualificationa in Mrs. Sherwood for her 
position aa school teacher.

Defendant^ attorney demurred to 


the complaint on the ground that it diii 
not etate a cause ot action in that it did 
not appear that hell was an improper 
place for a powder factory; tbat tbe 
worat that could be aaid ot hell was that 
itiea"p!ace of tormeut;'1 that it con- 
tained no heat whatever and mignt 
therefore be an excellent place for a 
powder house or a cold-storagO factory. 


The plaintiff's attorney directed the 


BLtention of the court to the "Sermon 
on tbe Mount," and pointed out m the 
twenty-second veree of the filth chapter 
of the gospel according to Bt. Matthew, 
these worda: "But whosoever shal 
aay, Thou fool, shall be in danger ol hell 
fire." Hell fire! There ia the very 
thing itself. 
The court recognized the Sermon on 


the Mount as giving authentic informa- 
tion regarding the presence of fire in 
hRll.and held that, all things consid- 
ered bell certainly waa not a fit place 
f jr a powder house. Snch being the 
case, in tbe opinion of tbe court, Kyle s 
remark was filanderoue per se and there- 
fore actionable. The issue being tnns 
joined, tbe case went to trial. 


Mrs. Sherwood carried tho day with

quite a good sized fuss in the ranks of 
the Western Passenger Association over- 
the rates to the bin prize 6ght in Nevada. 
The association proper has refused to 
grant any lower rates, but two roads 
have declared that they will take indi- 
vidual action and put in a rate which 
will approximate one fare for tho round 
trip from the Missouri river. 


Several other roads are agairiet the 


idea of making any low rates at all and 
are bringing strong pressure to bear on 
tho roads which favor the low rate to 
have them alter their decision. Itjia likely 
that tbe matter will have to come before 
the next regular meeting of the associa- 
tion before it ia settled.

Pinar del Bio, At 
ihe moment of tbe explosion an explor- 
ing train from Vuelta was passing over 
the culvert and the engine fell through. 
The culvert was totally destroyed and. 
one passenger on the train w^a killed, 
The engineer, two firemen, a captain of 
the artillery volunteers, and live sol- 
diers of the battalion of Aaturias were 
seriously wounded. Two of them have 
since died oi tbe injuries thuu received. 


The explosion caused a panic among- 


the passengers, who were eventually 
transferred to another tiain. The line 
was interrupted on Tuesday. 


Owing to the campaign ot La Lucha, 


thousands of persons are bei OB vaccin- 
ated daily throughput the entire prov- 
ince. In spite cf this, it ia assorted, 
about iiOOO cases of smallpox exist in 
Havana, and during the last four days 
thirty persons, or 8 per cent of the en- 
tire mortality, have did from ttiis dis- 
ease. Daring tho month of January, at 
Jaruco alone^ out of 362 deaths, 317 
were due to smallpox. 


General Weyler, from L«a Ctuces, 


marched to Villa Clara, capital of the 
province of Santa Clara, and it is re- 
ported from Villa Olara that he will 
push on to Piacetas aud RemeJioe. 


All the statements to thecontrary.it 


has been ascertained, on excellent au- 
thority, tbat the inburgeuts expected in 
the long run to win some thing rnuuh 
more than given in tho "reforuja"' pro- 
posed by the Spantfih government. It 
is recalled that the Diartu de In .1/tirimt, 
during Captain General Weyler'e )jen- 
eralflhip, announced that the latter had 
an intention of going a great dee! fur- 
ther in the direction of giving Cuba 
home rule than outlined in tbe Cuban 
borne rules scheme juat proposed in 
Madrid. The Spaniards, here, it uau- 
not DQ denied, are heartily sick oi the 
war, excepting only those who are with- 
out money or property, and who actu- 
ally make a better living out of the revo- 
lution than they ever did before or 
conld hope to do again if peace 13 pro- 
claimed.

dIAUo'rney W.' D. Tupper made the 
ooenins statement for the defendant 
when the trial waa resumed yesterday 
morning. The attorney said it would Be 
proved that Jackaon had not committed 
fraud and that bis accounts would be 
shown to be straight. 
The defendant was then placed upon 


the siand, and examined for about hal 
an hour, in which time he eiplaine 
his transactions in a manner which led 
tbe court to instruct lor a verdict oi no! 
culltv. Mr. Jackeon stated that he had 
been-a resident of Fresno for the past 
nine years, and was a personal friend of 
John S. Kawlins, for whose widow hi 
(the witneB!)had acted as agent since 
the.husband's death.

'the prepared bacteria or pure cultures. 
It ia thia study of milk that makes tho 
dairy fascinating.

Bowern eaya that tho auperviaing archi- 
tect has now more work before him than 
bo can attend to; that he has got to 
pisparo the p'lana of builiiiuga, some of 
which were authorized as long aa twelve 
Tears ago. He haa now more orders for 
plans for buildings in the various parts 
of the country than he can attend to for 
several years to come. A building for 
Fresno, therefore, would Hiill \>a 5 uat- 
ter of futurity, even though congress 
passed tho bill before it at the present 
time. Mr. Bowera points to tho fact 
that the bill authorizing the construc-

The congressman estimates that for 
e next five yea/s at leant Fresno can 
tertain no hope for a federal building.

in his possession, in which he attempted 
to make the account balance. "We will 
show," eaid tbe assistant district attor- 
ney, "that In order to do this he in- 
jected into Jhe case a system of notes of 
all kinds, conditions and characters. 
These notes were taken from a number 
of peraoua, some secured by second and 
third mortgage, on all kinds of prop- 
erty ; others not secured at all. 


'•These moneys were attempted to be 


accounted for by notes whereby ha waa 
alleged to have loaned the amount to 
different parties. Thia amount of money 
waanot accounted for by the defendant 
nnd*r the conditions of hia truet aud hie 
agency. On these facts we shall expect 
a verdict of guilty at yonr hands." 


The first witneaa on the stand was Al- 


bert Brown, whoao wife had made & 
loan from Mra Rawlins tbrough Jack- 
eon. Brown testified that be had paid 
tbe f 104 on account and held Jackson's 
receipt therefor. 


Stenographer John W. Gearhart was 


fiworn to read tbe deposition of the de- 
fendant made on October 17, 1896, after 
the civil action waa instituted, in regard 
hie management of the estate. In tbia 
Statement the defendant had not ac- 
counted for tbe $104 paid him by Mra. 
Brown. 


Mrs. Rawlina was then placed on tbe 


Dtand. Jackaon had told her that it waa 
the last wiah of her husband before he 
died that he (Jackson) ahoold manage 
her affaire for her. The attorney paid 
he would have her intereata "purely at 
heart," and would attend to her business 
as he would to bis own wife's. The wit- 
ness took everything for granted and 
placed Implicit faith in Jackson. 


Sbe at first received $150 & month 


from the estate, and this was afterwards 
increased to $160. This was all ahe 
ever received, and when she failed .to 
get ber allowance in March, 1896, the 
witness instituted inqniries regarding 
her business, which ahe had never done 
before.

Later, however,she bad learned 
differently. 


Upon a number of occasions Jackson 


bad asked ber about making some loans, 
and she had told himnot to make them. 
He negotiated the loana, however, bat 
not to ber knowledge at that time. She 
had instructed him in a general way 
never to take any second mortgagee or 
unsafe risks, but he had done ao, never- 
theless.

Moat of them, no doub 
come from the air, which ia always rapr 
or less pervaded with invisible Hvin 
orgaoiams, but others may proceed fror 
the aheda in which the cows are kep 
or from tbe nddera of'the beasta them 
aelvsa. It must not be supposed tha 
they are all beueQcial orgAniflrna. Som 
of couree, may be the seeds of dire di 
ease j and, even among thoae which a: 
not poisonous, there are very man 
Which can damage, instead of impro 
ing, the butter. Certain kinds prodm 
a ferment which gives it a rancid flavo 
others cause a soapy taate: while, o 
the contrary, some can impart the ar 
matic flavor characteristic'of the bei 
dairy butter. 


The proceaa of butter making by ba 


teria has been the outcome of long ai 
careful experiments, chiefly conducts 
by Dr. Weigmann of Kiel. First b 
succeeded ' ia isolating tho bacter 
which turned cream sour; these he r,u 
tivated, and added the-acidifying pro 
uct to cream which had been previous 
deprived of all germa; thia mixture wa 
then churned into butter. The resu 
was absolutely pure; it kept well, but 
bad neither aroma nor flavor. H 
therefore, made a search for the ba 
terium to which these qaalitiea we 
due, and, having succeeded in caplurit 
it, repeated thWormer proceaa with a 
addition of tbe new culture. He no 
got batter of an excellent flavour; but 
did not keep well, ao that ita cotuuie 
, 


cial value was impaired. 
It, consequently, became evident th 


several kinds of bacteria had a hand 
the production of a firat-clasa butte 
and that skillful blending was noceesa 
for complete success. After many e 
periments, the difficult task was accom 
pliabed, and from the sterilized crean 
aoured with the due proportions of t 
different cultures, an ideal butter w 
obtained. At first these cultures we 
in a liquid form, but now a dry prepar 
lion hue been produced, which is said 
be quite equal to the other, and, 
course, ia far more portable. 


Briefly, the now procaea of butte 


making may be described thus: Fir 
some skimmed milk ia sterilized, a 
then "eoured" by the addition of t 
dry bacterial mixture; then the crea 
IB sterilized; next, the souring mixtu 
'which takes almost a, day in prepa 
tion) ia added, and finally the «l*ple 
churned. Thus all danger of the mt 
duction of noxious bacteria is avoide . 
and the batter is pronounced excellent. 
The process is Baid to be coming into 
general use in Denmark, and our farm- 
ers will do well to look to the matter, 
leat they altogether be outstripped by 
more scientific rivals abroad.

There was no coneideration 
for the mortgage, and Pero said he 
merely gave it in trust to Mrs. Jackson 
to prevent Wolters from taking tbe 
property if he should win hia auit In 
court. 


After the suit had been settled the 


witness went to Jackson to get a release 
of the mortgage.

Jackson as attorney for Mrs. Rawline, 
was the next witness, and testified re- 
garding, the accounting made by the 
defendant in April, 1896. 


The Pero item he had explained by 


entering a loan of $800 to Mrs. Jackaon 
of Mra. Rawlina' money, and giving aa 
collateral security therefor^ the $2500 
mortgaee of Poro to hia (Jackson's) 
wife. The $800 added to the $900 would 
balance the entry of $1700 loaned to 
Pero.
